The most gigantic raise in valuationa 
evar made by a board of review in 
Lake county, and probably the largest 
proportionate raise ever made in^ the 
state of niinoia.Ja under conBideration 
by the present Lalte county board of 
review, with every indication that con- 
templated action will be taken. The 
proposed raise would;double the present 
assessed valuation oC the city. 

If themembersof theboardof review 
made the increasea thev are considering 
not a square foot of property in Wau- 
kegan will escape. The heaviest in-, 
crease will be made "in business proper- 
■ ty; manufacturing property will come 
second and residence property last. The 
proposed raise wlil be made aa follows: 
Business Property— The valuation of 
business property will be increased 100 
per cent. 

Factory Property— The valuation of 
manufacturing property will be increas- 
ed 25 per cent. 

Residence Property -The valuation of 
residence property will be increased 25 
per cent, it is felt that possibly this 
may be a hardship in some cases but 
the members of the board of review 
see no other way than to make a flat, 
increased rate. 

This action on the partof the board 
of review ia being urged .by the Wau- 
' ' kegan Commercial association and they 
have presented the matter bo forcibly 
that it is said that the board of review 
have been brought to their way of 
thinking. Members of the Commercial 
Association have appeared before the 
board and submitted the formal,propoa- 
ition as to what oujjht to be done. 

It was pointed out that the propor- 
tionate assessed valuation of Waukegan 
is much lower than cities of 'equal size 
throughout the state. Owing to the 
low valuation the city council is able to 
raise but $40,000 annually for operating 
expenses of the city. The actual coat 
of operating the city is about $80,000 a 
year. With the money derived from 
the saloon license the city was always 
able to got along some way, but with 
this source of revenue stopped this year 
• the city council have found themselves 
in a rather unenviable position. The 
members of the council have contended 
' ever since the local option election that 
the only way the city council could Ret 
along would be to raise the assessed 
valuation which would enable the city 
to raise double the amount posaiblejUt 
the present time. 
With regard to business property, it 

was pointed out

front is beinR held at $1,000 a foot

It ia getting near the time when the 
Village Board and local Fire Depart- 
ment will have to move again, the 
building now occupied by them having 
been aold to C. A. Powles, who will 
move hid raeot marljet there the first 
of next October. And it has been so for 
the last ten years, moving here and 
there, paying rent, etc., never in a 
place they could call their own. 

It was in 1911 that the village board 
worked their heads off and where did 
they get. On the 9th day of November 
of that vear, they purchased a lot from 
D B. Sabin for the purpose of con- 
structing a complete building for the 
village board and local fire department 
aa well ai a place fbr other meetings of 
importance. This lot is located south 
of the News office between.lots owned 
by P. E. Chinn and D. B. Sabm and no 
better location could be had, it takes up 
twenty-aix (26) feet frontage with al- 
lowance for a ten (10) foot alley priv- 
ilege. One hundred dollars was spent 
for plans for a building to be placed 
thereon, bids for the contract of same 
were advertised for and right there the 
matter dropped. They ard no nearer a 
home of their own now than they were 
in the year of 1911. The question now 
is where will they go.

Joslyn of Marengo 
did not vote on the question as to 
whether the charges were detrimental 
to the association, but registered in 
favor of expelling the president.

"WOODKOW AYILSON." 

This action was taken by the presi- 
dent after he bad conmninlcated with 
the mediators who sllli seemed to 
doulit that the lalmr leaders were 
in earnest In their determination not 
to submit to any nioillllcntlon of their 
demand for an elght-bour day.

This reiiuest was, of cmirse, 
granted, and a large delegation of 
employees, with a nuaiber of railroad 
niaimgers. will lie In Wa.shlngton to- 
day for h conference wltii the presi- 
dent. Early in the nogntlatloas the 
railroads had Informeil the board of 
mediation and conciliation thnt they 
would accept arhltration." 

lilllsha Lee, cliairman of tlio com- 
mittee of railroad managers, says 
that the medlator.s' statement con- 
tained all that was to be said. 

For the railroads A. B. Garrotson, 
head of tbe cotiductors' union, said : 

"After invoking mcdlntlon, the mi- 
tlonal conference committee of the 
railways had not In any way consent- 
ed to mediation, hut expected all the 
mediation to he done ou the side that 
had not Invited it."

Imme- 
diately after the adjournment of con- 
gress, which tbe president expecm to 
take place about Septemljer 1. 



Washington, Aug, 12.— President I 
Wilson has sent to the senate for ratl- 
Ucatlon the treaty with Denmark for 
the sale of the Danish West Indies to 
the United States. 

The convention la preceded by a 
declarntloa by Secretary Lansing that 
the government of the United Stales 
"will not object to the Danish govern- 
ment extending their political and eco- 
notnlc Interests to the whole of Green- 
land." 

This treaty consists of 12 articles, 
us compared with seven In that of 
1002. In many respects they are simi- 
lar. The most Important changes are 
found In Article III, in which are 
enumerated the grants and concessions 
the United States will nmlntaln In ac- 
cordance with the terms of the grnnts- 
when made by the Danish government. 
Article I describes the territory 
ceded as the "Islands of Saint Thom- 
ns, Saint John and Saint CroU, to- 
gether with the adjacent Islands and 
rocks," and Iticludlng "the right of 
property In all public, government or 
crown lands, public buildings, wharves, 
ports. Imrbors, fortltlcatloas, bamicks. 
public funds, rights, franchises and 
privileges and all other public proi>- 
erty of every kind or description now 
belonging to Denmark, together with 
all the appurtenances thereto." It In- 
cludes also all public archives. 

In Article 11 Denmark guarantees 
that the cession Is free and unincum- 
bered "hy any reseryutlon-s, privi- 
leges, franchises,' grants or 'posses- 
sions held by. any governments, cor- 
porations, syndicates or Individuals 
except as herein mentioned." 

Article III contains many special 
agreements. The arms and military 
stores of tlie Danish government are 
to remain Us property, to be removed 
ns soon as practicable. 



Petrograd, Aug, 14.— Stnnlslau, the 
Austro-Uungarlan base lu Gallcia, was 
captured by tbe Uusslaus Thursdny. It 
was omclully announced by tho wur of- 
fice. 

Tho main defenses of the city had 
been under heavy hoiubardnient hy tho 
Kufislaus, but despllo strong Teutonic 
resistance tho Uusslaus swept on and 
took tho town. 

Two hundred and sixty-eight Aus- 
tro-Gernnin olllcers nnd 13.000 un- 
wounded men were captured by the 
Russians In butllo on the Seretli river 
^Uallcla) between August 4 and Au- 
gust 10, the war ofllce announced. In 
addition 1,000 wounded Austro-Gennan 
prisoners were taken. 
The oiUclnl Btutement says: 
"As a result of our success on the 
Sereth the enemy evacuated the fortl- 
fled positions of Glatlkn and Voro- 
hicvsk. 

"We repulsed the offensive north 
of Monasterzyska. After assaulting 
and capturing the position wo reached 
the middle Koroplec and driving out 
the enenvy from hla fortined works, 
definitely occupied Monasterzyska. 

"Our mounted machine gun detach- 
ment repaired the brigade at Monas- 
terzyska and pursued the retreating 
third Gernmn resene regiment; which, 
resisting, was annihilated- 

"At tlie confluence of the Zlotn Llpa 
nnd the Dniester our cavalry occupied 
the villages of UHcIezlelonc nnd Mln- 
dlgorlc. 

"Generol Letchlslcy's troops, contin- 
uing their stubborn tight in the region 
of Stanlslait,. cfipturcd Uic town and 
pursued the enemy In the direction of 
Haliecz. Kxpfdslons were heard prior 
lo the town's evacuation. 

"The eucmy evacuated the left bank 
of the '/Iota Bystrltza. We crossed 
tho river and poured rlflo nnd raiiclilne 
gun flro Into tho lotreutlng enemy. 

"In the Caucasus, owing to Turkish 
pressure, wo wlllidrow from Uama- 
dan."

FEDERAL FARM LOAN ACT 



Passed by the House of Representa- 
tives and the United States Sen- 
ate Juno 27 and 28, 1916,

If you want to encourage blooming 
In your hybrid and tea roses, cut back 
to a well-developed bud at the juncture 
of leaf and stem when cutting off the 
rose. 

It Is not generally known that If a 
spray of gladiolus Is cut when the first 
flower appears, or rather opens, and 
placed In water it will bloom just as 
well as If on the stalk. 

Popples nre short-lived after being 
cut, and therefore are unsatisfactory 
for decoration. Ilowever, if every 
bloom is cut In the evening and thrown 
nwny, those flowers that open next 
morning will last t^'o or three days 
if they nre plunged In water up to 
their necks for an hour or two. After 
a tliorough soaking thi?y can bo used In 
vases, and their beauty will charm for 
two or three days. 

The sweet peas, llko every fiower 
that blows, demands a dally stripping 
of every bloom. Producing seeds Is 
done at the expense of blooms. How- 
ever, fiowers should bo cut with sharp 
shears, never torn from the plant 

Never cut the fiowors, of the wax 
plant unless you wish no further 
blooms. Its fiowers are produced In 
exactly the same "eye" each time, and 
If this eye Is removed no more flowers 
win develop. 

Weak liquid manure Is just the stim- 
ulant most fiowors need when they 
bloom. Do not stint them in this re- 
spect 

Another aid to the profusion of flow- 
ers is plenty of water. 

The dust mulch In time of drought Is 
beneficial when water Is scarce. 

No matter what the calendar says, 
do not plant your tube roses out of 
doors too early In the spring. 

Protect the toad. He Is the garden- 
er's friend. 

' Mulch sweet pens by sowing seeds 
of any of the low-growing annuals 
ulong the pea trenches nnd thereby 
extend their blooming season. 

Do not try to grow fiowers or vege- 
tables too thickly on the ground. Thin 
out witli a liberal hand, and give each 
sufliclent space to develop naturally. 

If the lawn shows bald spots, or 
looks shabby, scatter about guano be- 
fore a shower. 



It Is a hardy perennial with long 
spikes of purple and rosy purple fiow- 
ers. blooming from July to September, 
and growing from three to four feet 
high.

PLANTS THAT GROW IN SANDY

Good plants for sandy soil nre ver- 
benas, asters and phlox.

Evergreen trees may he planted sev- 
eral weeks Inter than deciduous trees, 
but as a rule the earlier the work Is 
done the better," 

Keep the roots of tlie trees and 
shrubs covered with earth or damp 
moss until the moment they are to be 
put Into the ground. If not ready for 
planting when the .stock is received, 
take tlicni from the box or bundle and 
heel them In. This will keep the roots 
from drying, and the labels should bo 
arranged so that any particular tree 
can be selected as wanted. 

Heellng-ln consists of digging a 
trench, say a foot deep and two feet 
wide, In any convenient .spot In the 
garden. The roots of the trees arc set 
In the trench and the earth sprinkled 
over them so that all the roots will bo 
covered, finning the soil by treading 
with the feet 

Thousands and thousands of trees 
are killed every year by planters al- 
lowing the roots to become dry, and the 
nursery man from whom they are pur- 
chased Is condemned for tlie careless- 
ness of the purchaser. 

A stake should be set where "each 
tree or shrub Is to be planted, and the 
name may be written on the stake. Dig 
the holes carefully and of ample size, 
so the roots may assume a natural po- 
sition in their new location. Put the 
top soil around the roots and tlie bal- 
ance on the surface. 

Before the stock Is set out prune tho 
branches back from a third to a half 
of last season's growth, so the tree 
will bo able to tlirlvc loss the roots it 
has lost through its removal from tho 
spot where It originally grew. Cut off 
tho ends of all bruised roots, leaving a 
clean, smooth cut 

Set the trees so tliey ^vill bo aa deep 
as they stood In the nursery. Tho 
feeding roots are pear the surface; 
therefore, too deep planting Is Injuri- 
ous. Dwarf pears and budded roses 
should be set with the hud two Inches 
below the surface. 

^Vo^k tho soil well Ifl around tlie 
roots, and as soon us the roots aro 
covered tramp down the soil with tho 
feet and gently pour in a pall of water, 
and a second and third pall If the soil 
Is dry, until the soil Is thoroughly 
moistened. Walt until the water has 
soaked In and then fill up the hole. 

Do not plant trees on land that has 
been cut down by grading and filled 
In with earth from a cellar and ex- 
pect tlieni to grow.

AN OPEN LETTER 



F. Scott McBride, 

State Supt,, Anti-Saloon League, 
Chicago, Illinois. 

My Dear Sir: — 

In a public letter of August 9th. 1916, you have endorsed 
Ralph J, Dady for State's Attorney of Lake County and indirectly 
attacked my candidacy.

The building will be eight stories 
high, with a frontage of 143 feet. on 
Vermont avenue and 145 on K street. 
There will he two entrances. The ex- 
terior -wm be of Indiana limestone for 
tho first two stories nnd tapestry brick 
above trimmed with tho same stone. The first floor will house, anmng oUier 
ofllccs, part of tho cxlenslvo library of the department and there will be two 
other libraries on the second and, third floors, lack of library space having 
been one of tho chief coinplaluts In the old building. 

Tho ofllces of the attorney general, his assistants nnd other ndmlnlstrativo 
ofllcials will take up on each floor a triangular space with frontages on both 
Vermont avenue and K street In the rear will be a large court admitting 
light and fresh air and extending to the roof of the first story, where will be 
lustalled an extensive skylight over the main library. 

In tho cellar will be the nuichlno rooms, among them one which will 
house the engines for working the vncuum-cleanlng plant, and there will also 
be room for storngo. There will be three electric high-speed elevators. Tho 
halls will be tiled, and composition flooring will be used In the ofllces. On tho 
sixth floor will be the central telephone nnd telegraph stations of the depart- 
ment There will bo more than 11.000 square feet of floor space to each story, 
and U»e building is of a size which will for years flll iho needs of the depart- 
mont maintalulug tho smallest force la Washington of nny of the governmental 
divisions. 

Big Exhibit of Snak es in th e National Museum 

-r HE exlilblt of snakes In the National museum strongly influences the large 
I number of visitors who stray that way. Many persons who come upon It 
turn away with evident fear, usually saying something to tho effect that they 
cannot hour even to look upon such 
things. Others linger around the glass 
cases containing tho exlilblts as though 
charmed by the spectacle. As an ex- 
hibit of snakes It is a magnificent spec- 
tacle. Splendid specimens of numer- 
ous species have been coUected, and 
are displayed with due and artistic re- 
gard to realism. 

The rattlesnake division seems to 
hold the greatest Interest for visitors 
and there is a magnificent or atro- 
cious, specimen of the diamond rattler , , , A* 
displayed In a scene representing his natural haunt This Bpeclmen Is six feet 
five and a quarter Inches long. The middle of his body Is as thick aa the calf 
of a large man's leg and It does not taper down to slim proportions as In tlie 
case of most members of the snake tribe. Its genera^ appearance, It Is wicked 
and jusUfles the repute in which It la held. 

One of tlio attractive specimens is a hariequln snake, a small and qulto 
Blender frilow with altemate black and rod bands ench about an Inch lotig 
and each separated from ilie other by a narrow bund of yellow. If one %riU 
pause to rend the descriptive card this is tho Information It will convey "Not- 
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"Lots of Places I Wanted to Go 1 
Couldn't," 

but when it was suiiiiosed that my hus- 
band and I hud Just slmidy separated I 
found that I didn't like the way peoplo 
treated a 'grass widow.'
